WASHINGTON (A P) - Two years 
ago the staff of the Federal Power 
Commission urged the preparation of 
plans for mandatory natural gas con­ 
servation and allocation to cope with 
exactly the kind of emergency the 
nation now faces. 
The warning went unheeded and 
today the United States still has no 
comprehensive plan for allocating 
scarce gas supplies or for managing 
the current crisis, which has idled an 
estimated 1.5 million workers. 
The FPC report, titled “ A Realistic 
View of U.S. Natural Gas Supply,” 
warned that unavoidable, deepening 
gas shortages eventually would cause 
'‘widespread plant and business 
shutdowns and local unemployment 
and economic problems," and might 
even cut into residential gas service in 
some regions. 
And despite efforts to find new gas 
supplies, the FPC ’s Bureau of Natural 
Gas saw no hope of keeping up historic 
gas production rates. 
"Even these accelerated efforts will 
not provide the basis for a continuation 
of conventional production at present 
levels,” it said. 
Making matters more gloomy for 
interstate pipelines, it said, was the

About two-thirds of Ohio’s school 
systems will close for varying periods 
Budget Bill, 
Energy W oes 
Face Solons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Energy 
related problems and a "booby 
trapped” budget bill awaited the 
Democrat-controlled legislature today 
upon its return from a three-week, 
regular session recess. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bonneville, in­ 
dicated he hated to risk ending the 
recent energy crisis ‘‘honeymoon’’ 
between Democratic leaders and GOP 
Gov. James A. Rhodes "but there are 
booby traps in there (the budget).” 
Shoemaker, who was to introduce 
the $14.5 billion budget, said the 
document doesn’t "reconcile” with 
Rhodes’ State of the State address. 
He said he plans to detail his 
assessments in a statement or at a 
news conference before his committee 
begins hearings the week of Feb. 6. 
However, he said Rhodes’ Jan. 12 
speech espoused proposals to help the 
poor and elderly pay soaring utility 
bills and to give married couples a 
joint filing credit under the state in­ 
come tax—while failing to fund either. 
Shoemaker also said there are items 
included in the voluminous spending 
proposal which appear to have been 
funded but have not been given actual 
line item amounts. 
He said he planned to "fully point 
these things out not only to the com­ 
mittee but to the citizens of this state 
as well. 
" I would hope that an understanding 
between the executive and legislature 
can be reached on various areas I 
think will surface during this session of 
the legislature.’’

apparent diversion of new gas supplies 
into the intrastate market — mainly 
Texas, louisiana and Oklahoma — 
where gas is sold inside the state 
where it is produced.

Rural Flow 
Continues 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A migration 
of people from cities back to rural 
areas has continued into the mid-1970s 
and shows no sign of letting up soon, 
according to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
Between 1970 and 1975 rural areas 
and small towns grew by 6.6 per cent 
against a growth rate of 4.1 per cent for 
metropolitan areas, officials reported 
Monday. 
But the influx did not prevent a 
decline in the farm population. 
“ The rural revitalization is not a 
back-to-the farm 
movement,” 
the 
report said. “ In 1970-75 the U.S. farm 
population declined by about 850,000 or 
8.7 per cent. Although more Americans 
are living in rural areas, an increasing 
proportion of them are not farmers.” 
The trend back to rural areas was 
first detected during studies in 1970-72, 
reversing a massive exodus from 
farms and small towns that occurred 
after World War II and extended 
through the 1950s and 1960s. 
Calvin Beale, a demographer in 
USDA’s Economic Research Service, 
said that the latest census figures show 
the reversal of people moving back to 
the countryside has continued through 
1975.

Another Cuppa Coffee?

NEW YORK — We have been 
warned to give up coffee and switch to 
tea, and told this is the only way to 
keep coffee prices from going through 
the roof. 
We have not complied graciously, 
for three reasons: 
1 — Our coffee addiction has 
escalated over the last 20 years to the 
point where the average adult now 
drinks 800 cups a year (or two cups and 
few extra swigs a day). We are as 
much into creeping caffeinism as 
creeping inflation — and we take them 
both for granted. 
2 — We are Americans, for heaven’s 
sake. We think tea is for the English, 
the Chinese, the infirm and children 
with upset stomachs. 
3 — We have been skepticalized ( a 
new word made necessary bv the 
economic propaganda about ‘‘short­ 
ages” that proved more manipulated 
than real). We sense that depriving 
ourselves of coffee won’t yank the 
price down if coffee is truly scarce: 
why should it? Millionaires and Arabs 
will still buy it. And what if there’s a 
sudden run on tea9 By virtue of the law 
of supply and demand, who’s betting 
that tea prices won’t soar? 
Seeing that the coffee-boycott is not 
exactly sweeping the country, boosters 
lately have been trying to bad-talk the 
product, telling us it has twice as much 
caffeine as most tea, and hinting that 
caffeine is potentially dangerous. A 
recent story pointed out that, in 
laboratory studies, caffeine was shown 
to cause cancer-like changes in cells of 
animals at doses 20 to 40 times higher 
than the highest level ever measured 
in a eof fee drinker. 
What does that tell us? It tells us, 
once again, that scientists are fooling 
around, making fools of themselves 
over lab animals — usually rats. 
Remember back in October of I960 
when cyclam ates were abruptly 
banned from the marketplace after a 
grand total of six rats developed 
cancer from ingesting vast quantities 
of the sweeteners (the equivalent of a 
human drinking one bottle of diet drink 
per minute for eight hours a day)? 
Remember 
when scientists 
ran 
nicotine experiments on monkeys, 
injecting them with the human 
equivalent of 2,000 cigarettes a day? 
The researchers said they could have 
pumped more nicotine into the 
monkeys but felt they had reached “a 
limit of practicality.” 
The finding was that there is a 
definite cancer threat to anyone in­ 
dulging in (especially by injection) IOO 
packs of cigarettes a day. 
Speaking of laboratory studies 
and getting back to the coffee vs tea 
controversy — a botanist in Florida 
claims that the tannin ingredient in tea 
may be a cause of cancer of the 
esophagus! Tannin (formerly known 
as 
tannic 
acid) 
extract 
was 
“repeated, injected under the skin of 
rats,” 
and 
“many 
of 
the 
rats 
developed cancers." Dr. Julius F. 
Morton, as a result of her studies, 


considered “anything more than one 
cup of tea a day to be excessive,” and 
urged a switch to coffee. 
Heigh-ho. 
Over the years I have collected 
medical facts about coffee, and there’s 
good news and bad. 
In the first place, caffeine is con­ 
sidered by some authorities to be a 
poison. “A small amount applied 
directly to your brain would send you 
into uncontrollable convulsions,” one 
doctor said; “ injected into your 
muscles, you would be paralyzed.” 
But nobody’s injecting caffeine into 
your muscles or your brain, of course, 
and when consumed in the fashionable 
cup method, the caffeine goes straight 
to the kidneys and is soon excreted. So 
why worry? 
Well, you could worry, if that’s your 
style, by realizing that within three 
minutes of drinking a cup of coffee, 
your stomach temperature jumps IO to 
15 degrees, your salivary 
glands 
double their output, your heart beats 15 
per cent faster, your lungs work 13 per 
cent harder, the blood vessels in your 
brain get narrower and the vessels 
around 
the 
heart 
get 
wider. 
Frightening? 
Not necessarily. Researchers in 
Oklahoma found that coffee has a 
definitely soothing effect on the lining 
of the stomach, and there is evidence 
that coffee may be beneficial in certain 
kinds of heart diseases—paticularly 
congestive heart failure—because the 
caffeine strengthens heart action and 


stimulates circulation. In tact, caf­ 
feine pills or injections are often used 
by physicians as heart stimulants. 
Does 
coffee make you nervous? 
only 
if 
you 
worry 
about 
the 
price of it. Most scientists agree 
that habitual coffee drinkers are not 
made nervous, even with ingestion of 
large amounts. In fact, if a person 
drinks too much coffee, he’s likely to 
turn listless. 
According to 
Science 
Digest, 
research discloses that subjects could 
do twice as much work without getting 
tired, after taking coffee; it can in­ 
crease typing speed and enables 
students to sovle problems faster 
Many doctors find hot coffee 
alleviates 
m igraine 
headaches, 
relieves asthma attacks and is one of 
the more effective antidotes to poisons 
such as morphine and lead. 
Its 
beneficial qualities are affirmed by 
caffeine’s significant presence in 
respiratory 
and 
pain-assuaging 
medicines. 
On the other hand, some physicians 
claim that coffee can cause “burning 
stomach” and nausea in some people, 
and maybe even some more serious 
problems. Other doctors feel, however, 
that ifs the cream and sugar in the 
coffee that interfere with the digestion 
of other foods and cause these signs of 
distress. 
Everything clear now, coffee-wise? 
Well, maybe you need a new filter. 
Filter prices rem ain relatively 
stable.

Someone m my high school class 
says that fish is called a “brain food.” 
Is there any truth to this? Will eating a 
lot of fish increase your I.Q.?

Dear Miss A.: 
There is a mistaken notion that fish, 
sweetbreads and calf’s brain itself 
have special importance in the in­ 
tellectual development of a person. 
Like all fanciful ideas, it’s difficult to 
pinpoint the origin of this myth or to 
understand why it is perpetuated. 
There is no scientific truth that fish. 
or any one food or groups of food, is a 
special stim ulant to intellectual 
growth. 
The brain is an organ that flourishes 
and grows on good nutrition as does 
every other organ in the body. A well­ 
balanced nutritional diet that supplies 
carbohydrate, proteins, fats, minerals 
and vitamins sustains good health and 
promotes normal growth everywhere 
in the body.

F e b 28 - beef bar-b-q, succotash, potato 


chips, u n d er the sea salad , m ilk 


OSU Fee H ike 
Seen Necessary 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
State University will have to increase 
its fees $25 to $30 quarterly beginning 
this summer if Gov. James A. Rhodes 
proposed higher education budget is 
unchanged, a university official said. 
William E. Vandament, OSU budget 
and resources planning director, said 
the university needs a 6.6 per cent 
inflation allowance, and the governor’s 
budget allows a 5.4 per cent allowance 
statewide, or 4.4 per cent for Ohio 
State. 
He said financially the university 
needed between $10.6 million and $12 
million more a year. Rhodes budget 
allows $7 million. 
“ For every $10 fee increase, the 
university earns $1.3 million a year,” 
Vandament said, so a $3.6 million 
deficit means about $30 more per 
quarter in student fees.

This recipe can be used to make 
either turkey or chicken tetrazzini.

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Review Saving Opportunities 
Provided By Tax Credits 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the second 
of five articles prepared by The Ohio 
Society of Certified Public Accoun­ 
tants offering advice of filing 1976 
Federal Income Tax Returns. 


At tax filing time ifs a fortunate 
taxpayer who qualifies for tax credits. 
For unlike deductions, exemptions or 
exclusions, which reduce taxable 
income, credits reduce, dollar for 
dollar, the amount of tax owed. Thus a 
dollar of credit is almost as good as a 
dollar in your pocket. 


The Tax Reform Act of 1976 changed 
a couple of deductions into credits, and 
liberalized conditions under which 
other credits could be claimed. 


The general tax credit introduced in 
1975 has been retained through 1977. 
Individual taxpayers can take a credit 
equal to the greater of $35 per in­ 
dividual personal exemption, or two 
per cent of the first $9,000 of taxable 
income. 
The earned income credit of IO per 
cent of the first $4,000 of earnings, will 
be available through December 31, 
1977. This credit is phased out as ad­ 
justed gross income rises from $4,000 
to $8,000. Any excess of the credit over 
taxes owed is refundable in cash, and 
such refunds do not affect eligibility 
for federal or federally-assisted 
welfare programs. 
More people are now eligible for this 
earned income credit. Previously, it 
was available only to a taxpayer who 
maintained a household for a depen­ 
dent child under 19 or a student for 
whom the taxpayer could take a 
personal exemption. For 1976 and 1977 
the credit is also available to tax­ 
payers with adult disabled dependents 
and to those who maintain a household 


for a child who is either a student or 
under 19, even if the youngster can’t be 
claimed as personal exemption. 
An important change in the tax law 
benefits persons 65 years of age or 
over. The old retirement income credit 
has been liberalized in a number of 
ways. One of these is that all kinds of 
income, including earned income, and 
not just retirement income, is now 
included. Thus, the credit is now called 
credit for the elderly. 
It’s also much easier now to qualify 
for the credit, since the requirement 
that an individual must have received 
more than $600 of earned income in 
each of the preceding IO years has 
been dropped. 
Not only does the credit now apply to 
all income, including earned income, 
but the maximum amount of income 
against which the 15 per cent credit 
can be claimed has been increased. 
For single persons and for married 
couples filing jointly and only one 
spouse is 65 or over, the new credit 
base is $2,500. For married couples 
filing jointly and both are over 65, the 
base is $3,750. However, as under the 
old credit, the maximum credit base 
must be reduced dollar for dollar by 
social security, railroad retirement 
benefits, or other exempt pension 
benefits. 
To limit the broadened credit to low 
and middle income taxpayers, the new 
law also adds a reduction based on 
income level. 
There’s also an investment credit of 
up to IO per cent of the cost of 
machinery or equipment purchased 
for use in business. If last year you 
bought a car, for example, for use in 
business, that cost might qualify.

political contributions There is an 
option here; you could take the con­ 
tribution as a deduction, instead. The 
tax bracket you are in will determine 
which is preferable. 
The old child care deduction has now 
become a child care credit equal to 20 
per cent of the employment-related 
expenses for care of a qualifying child 
or disabled dependent. The credit, 
which is non-refundable, is limited to 
$400 per year for the care of one in­ 
dividual or $800 for two or more. 
There are several new wrinkles in 
this aspect of the law. Child care 
payments to relatives now qualify for 
the new credit. But there are im­ 
portant “ifs.” The relative cannot be a 
dependent, and the relative’s wages 
must be subject to social security 
taxes, which you, the employer, must 
remit. (In ordinary circumstances, 
putting a number of your family on the 
payroll for Social Security purposes is 
extremely difficult.) 
The credit is now available to 
married couples even if one works full­ 
time and the other is a part-time 
worker of a full-time student. 
There is no longer any distinction be­ 
tween care rendered inside or outside 
the home, although no credit is allowed 
for care outside the home for a 
disabled spouse or dependent over 15. 
The Ohio Society of CPAs recom­ 
mends that you pay close attention to 
your possible eligibility for any of the 
tax credits; they can pay off hand­ 
somely.

Amos Rusie 
Joins Hall 
O f Fame 


NEW YORK (AP) - It is entirely 
appropriate that in this winter of 
baseball’s free agent discontent, the 
late Amos Rusie, a turn of the century 
pitcher, has been elected to the Hall of 
Fame. 
He was, after all, one of the gam e’s 
very first revolutionaries. 
Rusie came along 75 years before his 
time. Now holdouts and contract 
hassles are 
fashionable. 
Rusie, 
however, had them during baseball’s 
dark ages, when club owners ruled 
supreme. 


Named by the Veteran’s Committee 
along with shortstop Joe Sewell and 
Manager Al Iopez, Rusie will be in­ 
ducted in the Cooperstown shrine Aug. 
8. Ernie Banks, named earlier this 
month by the Baseball W riters 
Association of America, also will be 
inducted that day. 
For IO National league seasons 
before 1900, Rusie compiled an im­ 
pressive 243-160 record. In eight 
seasons with the New York Giants he 
won 230 games, including three 30- 
victory years.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Senate 
Republicans are calling 
for an 
economic-stirnulus program that 
features permanent individual tax cuts 
instead of the $50-per-person instant 
rebates proposed by President Carter. 
The cost of the GOP plan, measured 
in revenue lost by the government, 
would be .somewhat less than the $31.2- 
billion two-year price tag on the Carter 
proposal. And Republicans say their 
plan 
would mean 
more jobs for 
Americans and a sustained bolstering 
of the economy instead of the oneshot 
stimulus sought by Carter. 
P inal details of the package were to 
be considered today by the conference 
of the 38 Senate Republicans, even as 
Treasury Secretary 
W. 
Michael 
Blumenthal was testifying before the 
House Appropriations Committee 
about Carter’s plan. 
Carter formally handed his plan to 
Congress on Monday, calling it a 
realistic way to deal with unem­ 
ployment without worsening inflation. 
The centerpiece of Carter’s program 
is $11.4 billion worth of tax rebates and 
special payments to Social Security 
beneficiaries, at the rate of $50 each 
for most Americans. The aim is to get 
that money into the spending stream 
as quickly as possible. 
Many conservatives oppose the 
rebate because of its cost, insisting 
that much of the money is likely to end 
up in savings accounts with little 
immediate impact on the economy. 
Organized labor says the money could 
Ire 
better 
spent 
in 
job 
creating 
programs. 
A key provision in the Republicans’ 
tax cut for individuals is expected to be 
an increased personal exemption. The 
COP has made several efforts in the 
past three years to raise the exemption 
from the current $750 to $1,000. Demo­ 
crats have said such a plan would 
mean 
more, 
proportionately, to 
wealthy taxpayers. 
Aides who drafted the GOF proposal 
say two things are certain. 
—It will not contain a rebate, despite 
the political appeal of such an ap­ 
proach. 
— It is likely to include a new tax 
break for business that would have the 
government pay the first 5 per cent of 
the wages of each new worker hired in 
times of high unemployment. That has 
been pushed by Sen. Bob Dole of 
Kansas, last year’s G O P 
vice­ 
presidential nominee. 
Republicans say the Dole plan would 
target federal help where it is most 
needed. It would substitute for a 
Carter proposal to allow businesses to 


credit or. in effect, have the federal 
government pay the first 4 per cent of 
the Social Security payroll tax on 
employes.

A gnew Tax Data 


Must Be Freed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — lawyers for 
former Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
have been ordered by a federal judge 
to turn over his records for use in a tax 
audit. 
U.S. District Judge John H. Pratt 
ruled Monday that a subpoena against 
the firm of Bickstein, Shapiro & Morin 
for records of their fee arrangements 
with Agnew must be enforced. The 
Internal Revenue Service is auditing 
the 1973 tax returns of Agnew and his 
wife Judy. 
The Justice Department says the 
IR S wants verification of Agnew’s 
claims about services of the firm, 
which had refused to obey the request 
on the grounds of attomey-client privi­ 
lege. Tin’ firm represented Agnew in 
the federal investigation that led to his 
resignation of the vice presidency on 
Get.
